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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The claim reads "computer program comprising : means for 
determining the compatibility" along with other "means for" functions but the claim 
language does not describe what "means for" comprises of making the claim indefinite. 

3. One way of overcoming this rejection is to describe the "program" as "program 
with a set of instructions for performing the following steps: determining the 
compatibility...." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claim 13 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because a computer program in the claim 
language is not being implemented in a hardware and is therefore not tangible. 

6. One way of overcoming the rejection is to introduce "a computer readable 
medium" into the claim language. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Additionally Claim 13 needs the following limitation to be added to the claim 
language " by examining values of data in the message fields of the representative 
samples of messages in an input message format and values of data in the message 
fields of the representative samples of message for the plurality of output message 
formats ". 

8. Claim 13 will be allowable after the 112-second rejection, 101 rejection and the 
proposed amendment requirements have been met. 

9. Claims 1 , 7, 14 along with their respective independent claims are indicated as 
allowable.
